CONFLICTING INTERESTS must be expected in a com­ 
munity like Palm Springs. While all growing towns have 
the same problem, 
the very nature of Palm Springs 
makes the situation more difficult here. Winter residents, 
year-around residents, retail merchants, hotel and apart­ 
ment house owners, old timers and newcomers, profes­ 
sional groups and well-wishers who visit here occasion­ 
ally all have their ideas about what should be done to 
improve the community. Most of the groups fail to agree 
on public issues and policy. 
This is the greatest 
problem that faces the city 
council—trying to find out what m ost of the people want 
most. A justified criticism has been made by Mayor Far­ 
rell that too many residents assume that the council 
knows what they want and are not present at council 
meetings when important issues are to be decided upon. 
It is difficult for the council to determine whether the few 
who do attend the meetings and give their views are 
representative of the majority. 
Two things will help overcome the lack of unity that 
makes progress difficult. The first is the continuance of 
the Coordinating Council which Mayor Farrell instituted 
last spring. Several meetings have been held and the 
organization should be revived this fall with renewed in­ 
terest. The idea is an excellent one for a community like 
this. We have many active organizations: representatives 
from each form a good cross-section of Palm Springs. 
If these people will bring the views of their members to 
this common m eeting ground—and if they will approach 
the public issues with a give-and-take attitude—much can 
be accomplished toward the development of a more har­ 
monious community. At the same time, the city council 
can get a better idea of what the majority wants. Street 
corner conversations are a good means of exchanging

We've Tackled Pros Before This 
The tragic circumstance that obli­ 
gated the United States to open the 
fighting in Korea by pitting young and 
inexperienced t r o o p s against battle- 
hardened armies has very evidently in­ 
jected a guilt complex into the U. S. pub­ 
lic mind. Men say: “'This must never hap­ 
pen again! Let us make sure, from now 
on, that boys we send to battle will be as 
well prepared for it as any enemy they 
may face!” 
Every American will say Amen to 
that. And yet, how can that be possible? 
The tough truth of history is that we 
have had to begin all of our wars by 
sending green troops against seasoned 
professionals. Soldiers—as any combat 
veteran will tell you — cease being 
“green,” no matter how much peace­ 
time training they may have had, only 
when they have had actual battle ex­ 
perience. 
Since we, a peaceful people, never 
start wars, but only fight to defend our-

selves against aggressors who are al­ 
ready seasoned in war, our initial handi­ 
cap seems unavoidable. The Kaiser's 
troops had been fighting nearly four 
years when our green troops tackled 
them in World War I. So it was when we 
entered World War II against battle- 
seasoned Nazis and Japanese who had 
fought for years in China. So it was in 
the War of independence, when the “em­ 
battled farmers” took on the Redcoats 
and Hessian mercenaries. 
We won those wars, nevertheless— 
and any combat veteran can let us in 
on a little secret that helps explain that. 
He'll tell you that the soldier's art of 
war—which boils down to killing and 
keeping from being killed— is learned 
mighty fast, once he’s in it. A hot battle 
or two, and your green recruit is sud­ 
denly transformed into a very tough pro. 
And"that should be of some comfort to 
every parent who has a beloved kid over 
there.

taught their children to fish. Instead 
they led their little ones to the shrimp 
nets.Now', the seagulls, the fine, free birds 
that almost symbolize liberty itself, are 
starving to death because they gave in 
to the ‘something-for-nothing’ lure! They 
sacrificed their independence for a hand­ 
out.“A lot of people are like that. too. 
They see nothing wrong in picking delec­ 
table scraps from the tax nets of the 
United States Government’s ‘shrimp 
fleet.’ 
“But what will happen when the gov­ 
ernment runs out of goods? What about 
our children of generations to come? 
“Let’s not be gullible gulls. We Amer­ 
icans must reserve our talents of self­ 
sufficiency, our genius for creating 
things for ourselves, our sense of thrift 
and our true love of independence.” 
For a fable, we submit, this piece has 
both fact and logic. In fact, old Aesop 
w’ould have been proud of its authorship.

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I Rise to Remark

Re-reading my last letter, I 
am tempted to repeat one point, 
for emphasis.

The President already has the 
powers Mr. Roosevelt had (Con­ 
gress did not repeal them> with 
OPA, which were on a separate 
law, and Mr. Truman himself 
vetoed that. The powers given 
the President in the recently 
enacted control bill, go beyond 
those Mr. Roosevelt had in W.W.

IN VIEW OF THIS new powers 
program, there is significance in 
a brief news item of last week, 
quoting one of W a s h i n g t o n's 
ablest reporters: 
“Mr. Truman." said this ex­ 
perienced journalist, "makes it 
plain that, he means to be boss. 
The chief executive is reported 
as oozing confidence in himself 
as well as in the nation. Mr. Tru 
man has told military and civil 
aides that he has been dealing 
with Stalin for 5 years and knows 
how to handle him. Mr. Truman 
also made it evident that he 
feels he knows every phase of 
the job of being President in a 
period of crisis. He is said to 
give the impression he will de­ 
termine civil and military pro­ 
blems himself." 
I recall that a well-known 
paperhanger conducted his pub­ 
lic career on similar terms, m ak­ 
ing military decisions by "in­ 
tuition.” This is the same Mr. 
Truman who. on June 11th. 1948. 
said in a speech at Eugene. Ore 
gon. "I like old Joe. He's a decent 
fellow, but he’s a prisoner of the 
politburo.” 
I WANT ALSO to correct a date 
in my weekly letter of July 27th. 
In quoting O w e n Lattimores 
statement that our problem "was 
to let Korea fall, but not to let 
it appear that we pushed her." 1 
gave the reference date as Jan 
uary 17th, 1950, It should have 
been July 17th, 1949. Representa­ 
tive Judd used that quotation in 
a speech in the House on Jan­ 
uary 19th, 1950. The dates eviden­ 
tly became confused. I took the 
January date from the Congres­ 
sional Record of June 6th, at 
page 9863. 
You might be interested to 
know- the source. It appeared in 
THE COMPASS. New York, in an 
article by Lattimore. THE COM 
PASS is the successor of the 
highly liberal, but short lived 
STAR, which in turn was the 
successor of “PM." which lived 
only so long as Marshall Field 
III was willing to use the family 
fortune to pay the deficits of a 
paper closely following the com­ 
munist line. Down here it was 
familiarly known as “the up­ 
town edition of the Daily Work­ 
er.” The present publisher of 
THE COMPASS is Ted Thackrew. 
and gossip says one reason his 
wife gave when she divorced 
him was that he was a com­ 
munist. 
YOU MAY STILL BELIEVE, if 
you wish, that Owen Lattimore 
never associated w'ith commu­ 
nists, nor w’as, as Senator Mc­ 
Carthy once called him. "the 
architect of our Far-Eastern pol­ 
icy.” You may also believe in 
Santa Claus.' This is a free 
country! You may believe with 
Mr. Truman that the dictator of 
the USSR is Just “Old Joe. a de­ 
cent fellow." and that the Presi­ 


dent "knows how to handle him." 
You may even believe, as Mr. 
Acheson seems to believe, that 
the most successful diplomacy 
is to treat our trusted friends 
like enemies, and our enemies 
like trusted friends. 
I rise to remark that I do not 
believe these things. American 
boys are dying in Korea and the 
prestige of this Nation, bought 
w'ith blood and with moral in­ 
tegrity, has been brought to its 
lowest ebb. by subversive in­ 
fluences; by the innocence, if 
you W'ist, of Mr. Roosevelt at 
Yalta and Theran. in dealing 
with Stalin; or by Mr. Truman at 
Potsdam; by the incompetence 
of the present Secretary of State. 
IT MAY HAVE BEEN a noble 
gesture for Mr. Truman to say 
Mr. Acheson will stay as long as 
he himself is President; it may 
have been a noble gesture for 
Mr. Acheson to say he w'ould not 
turn his back on Alger Hiss, but 
this is war, and Americans are 
dying as the result of State De­ 
partment policies. Americans are 
facing controls and costs and a 
centralization of power which 
may spell the loss of our free­ 
doms. 
If Mr. Truman will not fire 
Mr. Acheson. then the fathers 
and mothers and wives and sis­ 
ters of the píen who are being 
tapped on the shoulder by Gen­ 
eral Hershey.'should respectfully, 
hut very firmly, suggest to the 
Secretary of State that there is 
an alternative, equally effective, 
and patriotic, solution of the 
problem: which is—his RESIG­ 
NATION.

Riverside county 
health 
de­ 
partm ent will assum e control of 
all sew age disposal facilities in 
unincorporated a r e a s 
in the 
county soon as result of adopt­ 
ion M onday by supervisors of a 
new county sanitation code. 
The ordinance gives the health 
departm ent the power to pre­ 
scribe the m ethod of sew age dis­ 
posal for each dw elling u n it in 
the unincorporated territory. Sup­ 
ervisors said it is m eant to pre­ 
vent pollution t>f well w ater by 
sewage. 


IN THE FUTURE every person 
who builds a new dw elling will 
have to secure a permit for the 
dw elling’s sewage disposal unit 
from the county health d ep art­ 
ment. . 
Supervisors Bill Jones and Ed 
Hill sought to have the ordin­ 
ance placed on th e ballot at the 
general election in November so 
th at the voters of the county 
could say w hether they w anted 
It. But th e other three Super­ 
visors — Floyd 
Gilmore. 
Collis 
M ayflower and Bill Slape— team ­ 
ed up to vote them down. 


THE REQUEST for the ordin­ 
ance cam e chiefly from w ater 
companies. They said u n reg u lat­ 
ed 
cesspools 
threatened 
their 
well w ith contam ination. 
Owners of existing dw ellings 
will not have to get perm its for 
their 
sew age 
facilities 
unless 
they m ake extensive alterations. 
But the health departm ent could 
require ow ners of existing dw ell­ 
ings to change th eir m ethods of 
disposal w henever those m ethods 
threatened health. 
The ordinance does not give 
the health departm ent the final 
word. 
The 
ordinance 
provides 
th at owners can appeal decisions 
of the h ealth departm ent to Sup­ 
ervisors, w ho could reverse the 
decision. 


THE CODE is fexible. 
The 
health departm ent would ad m in ­ 
ister it according to the condi­ 
tions of the neighborhood of the 
owner w ho applies for the per­ 
mit. 
Health departm ent men have 
I said th at in one area it. m ight be 
safe to allow a relatively deep 
! cesspool and In another area it 
I might be necessary to require a 
| septic tan k with a shallow cess- 
| pool. They said th a t in other 
areas 
privies 
could 
be 
used 
safely. 
Violation 
of 
th e 
ordinance 
would constitute a public nuis­ 
ance.
